The difficulties thrown abodt tbe path 
of jaatioa:ia Ihie case seetna to bo endless. 
Yesterday, on the Oonrt being opened, 
the prisoncr'H counsel, Mr Canierou, 
slulod thai Ihero wai a good deal of 
doubt us to the luannor in which the 
prisoner would have to bring, bis appeal 
before the highest tribunal iu this country 
-i-tlie Court; of Error uiui Appeal. Two 
modes fiiggeated tlicinsulvfca lo the mind 
of tho eoiJiisel, niid he wished ibe prisoner 
to have the hoiiefu of boili. Tlie one 
plan is si ; ply to obLnin tho leuvo of the 
■Jrfdges of Ibff-Qijefen's Bench to lay tbe 
case before the Court of Appsals, in the 
onlinnry conrso pnr.^ncd in civil matters; 
niid the other is lo obtain the fiat of the 
Attorney General to proceed io error as 
in a new appliealion. Thd first question 
for the Court of Ap()eal to decide in the 
matter will be tyhether the case is pro^ 
perly brought before them by either of 
the. gipdes that the prisoner's couosel has 
thooglit fit to adopt. This point decided 
iri the' prisoner's favor, all the long argu- 
ments urged upon the Queen's Bunch will 
have lo bo repoaled beioro the Court of 
Appeal, aitd left for their decision. If the 
application, on the other hand, is refuiied 
at the threshold of llio Court, the prisoner 
will be left to <ibide ihi- onljr the Q ieeii's 
Bench tuay tnuko ou their own decisioD 
on ihc 3lrit iiist., as to the time of his 
execution. Aa their ordei- must bo rnado 
after the Goort of Appeal's decision, it 
h.is become necessary to respite the pris- 
oner until the first day on which Ibey 
ftt;air. meet, which i.s llm 1-t of Kebrnary. 
The Chief Juslico has grunted hia cerlifi- 
cato to lliat clTect, ai.d the Governor 
General will make- an order accordiiigly, 
on itt» being fortmrded to him.

EuiTou BiirnsH Colonist :— Mr AI- 
alon's proposition to compel foreign in- 
suraiico companies to deposit 850,000 in 
the Colony, is in my opinion a very necea 
sary requirement, Your correspondent 
'Common Sense" appears to ridioalo the 
matter and quotes the Plicenix Company 
of London as an example. Now, I very 
much doubt if there is a mao In this Col- 
ony who knows anythlnji; abont the 
amoQQt of paid np capital of the Phoctiix 
Company, and the simple fact that they 
are a very old Company and have paid 
large losses, is in itself no guarantee that 
their bnsincas is conducted on a safe and 
paying basisi'or that they will always pay 
in the future. All that we can say about 
it is, that they tavo so far mot their 
obligations, and we trust thoy always 
will. "Oommoa Seme" appears to sup- 
pose that sooner than deposit $50,000 
Ibo Companies would withdraw — a fact I 
vary much doubt, but even if they did, 
where would the calamity "come in" ? 
What is to prevent a good local lusurance 
Compauy, with a paid up capital of from 
fifty to one hundred thousand dollars, 
which woald be a ra ich f,^rcalor guarantee 
of solvency, from being formed here? It is 
well k:)Own that there are larg^ amonots 
of money lyiiij,' idle on deposit in tho 
banks which might by this means bo utiU 
izcd, and a largo amount of raonoy rotnio- 
ed in the country and divided amongst, 
our citizens, which is now paid to forei.'n 
insurers, about wlioss business wo know 
iiotliing. Every merchant, mechanic and 
householder could thus bo interested in 
tho Insurance business, and could bficomo 
an insurer of bis own property and ro- 
ccivo a share of tho prolils. It was cus- 
tomary until recently in California to 
make foreign Companies deposit 8;)0,00o, 
and in Canada a deposit of S100,000 is 
required. Local cotnpanlos with a cer- 
tain amount of paid up ci\|utal arc exempt, 
and why shonld we run risks which others 
do not ? Foreign Iiisnrancn (Joinpanies 
eb;ewlicro, not only |iay largo deposits but 
invest tnonny in real esiaic ond handn 
some buildings; whereas these companies, 
with tho exception of a trilling sum to tho 
Ore company and abont S'20 a year taxes, 
are exonipt. Tlioy should certainly bo 
compelled to give 8o;i;g guarantee of 
security besides tho "shape" of their 
agent.
